passing yardage record last week, 
had his sights set today on the 
total offense mark. 

With six games out of the way | 
and three to go, the Wolfpack | 
quarterback has tossed the’ pig- | 
skin for an amazing 1,645 yard: 
to break a 10-year-old passing | 
yardage record. He hit with 13) 
of 18 passes for 327 yards and | 
five teuchdowns: Saturday against | 
Oklahoma City. | 

Figures from the National Col- 
legiate Athletic bureau showed 
that Heath needs to get only 548 
yards to surpass the total of-| 
fense mark of 2,187 yards; piled up 
in 1942 by Frank Sinkwich, for- 
mer Georgia All-American. 


Heath, who plans to turn pro-| 
fessional next year because his 
coliegiate eligibility expires this 
season, is strictly an “airman’’. 

He has taken the ball from cen- | 
ter 164 times, and passed on all | 
but eight of those occasions. He 
was caught for losses five times 
before he could throw the ball, 
but on three occasions ran the ball 
for cnough ground yardage to 
hold. his rushing deficit to five 
yards. Thus, his total offense 
mark for the Six games is 1,640! 
yards. 

The former passing yardage | 
mark of 1,457 was set by Davey 
O'Brien of Texas Christian in 
1948, and cqualicd by Wilson 
(Bud) Schwenk of Washington 
University in 1942, 

Heath, whose team mects its 
toughest foe of the year—Santa 
Clara—Sunday at Sacramento, | 
also can become the fourth play- | 
er in major collegiate history to | 
complete 100 or more passes in 
one season. He now has complet- 
ed 98 in 156 attempts. Charley 
Conerly of Mississippi set the rec- | 
ord of 133 last season: ? Schwenk | 
completed 114 in 1941; Ray Evans | 
of Kansas, 101 in 1941.

Transamerica 
Trial OKed 


WASHINGTON (/)--Federal 
District Judge James W. Morris 
ruled today the Federal Reserve 
Board can try the giant Trans- 
america Corp. on a civil charge of 
violating the anti-trust act. 

Representatives of Transamer- 
ica, the nation’s’ biggest bank 
| holding company, said the decision 
will be appealed. That would in- 
| sure a further delay, at least, be- 
fore the corporation can be put 
on trial before the reserve board. 
Morris rejected a Transamerica 
; demand that the board be com- 
| pelled to “clarify” its complaint 
| or be enjoined permanently from 
Proceeding further against Trans- 
america. 

He said Transamerica is suffic- 
iently protected against “irrepar- 
able injury” by a provision of the 
| Clayton anti-trust act that a re- 

serve board decision against 
Transamerica would have to be re- 
| viewed by an appeals court. 

His written decision said at one 
point: 

“Should (Transamerica) during 
the course of the (board) proceed- 
ings be deprived of a fair and 
adequate hearing . . . I have not 
the slightest doubt that the court 
of appeals, either in proceedings 
to enforce the board’s order, or 
to review the same, would be com- 
petent to require the evidence 
; which was lacking, or give relief 
to the plaintiff because of the 
failure to supply the same.”
